How God’s Justice Saves Us

And equally, when the payment 
has been made, the justice of God must clear every 
sinner that accepts what God has done in his behaif. 
Dean Wace is quoted in the Keswick Calendar: “Let 
us contemplate the Father and the Son working to-

on, and consenting that he should suffer all this misery 


and ignominy in human form; and the Son consenting 
to it, of his own original free will, for the vindication 
of his Father’s law — and what do we behold but in- 
finite love, co-operating with infinite justice, and estab- 
lishing the intensest obligations on us for love in re- 
turn that could possibly be conceived?”

That Man — These Men 


There has been only one man since the world be- 
gan who, in and of himself, can be called by God 
“blessed.” The First Psalm describes him. “Blessed 
is the man that walketh not in the counsel of the un- 
godly, nor standeth in the way of sinners, nor sitteth 
in the seat of the scornful. ‘But his delight is in the 
law of the Lord.” As we read this brief Psalm we 
realize that the Man Christ Jesus is the only man who 
has ever fulfilled completely this description of right- 
eousness. “The Blessed Man” here is none other than 
the Lord Jesus Christ. He is unique and stands alone 
among men. Dr. Adam Clarke says of the first verse: 
“The word haish (Hebrew) is emphatic, that Man; 
that one among a thousand.” As the Psalmist de- 
scribes the man whose “delight is in the law of the 
Lord,” one thinks of the passage in Hebrews 10:7 
which quotes from Psalm 40:8, “Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of me,) to do thy 
will, O God.” “I delight to do thy will, O my God: 
yea, thy law is within my heart.” But believers share 
the blessings of Christ; they have been “blessed with 
all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ” 
(Eph. 1:3); they. have been made “partakers of’ the 
divine nature” (2 Pet. 1:4) and have been “created 
in righteousness and true holiness” ph. 4:24), so 
that they do not wish to be guided by the counsels of 
the ungodly, nor do they desire 0 adopt the principles 
and maxims of sinners, much less to sit in the seat of 
the scornful. So the child of God, like his Blessed 
Head, delights in the Word of God. Christ said: “My 
meat is to do the will of him that sent me, and to finish 
his work.” A'nd the believer’ echoes “Amen.” 


The Nestorians and Their Missions 


HE story of the Nestorian Church is one that 

opens far vistas into history. One begins to 

feel how great a thing the Christian Church 
has been in the past and what a pledge this past is 
of its future. The gatekeepers of hell have used 
every imaginable device and method to extirpate and 
uproot ‘it but they have not prevailed against it, as 
it was promised that they should not. The great 
- Eastern Church, which at one time exceeded in num- 
bers all of the Western Churches together, was all 
but blotted out by persecutions, but Western Chris- 
tians are replanting the faith in the East. 

Mingana thinks the Nestorian Church to have been 
the most missionary of all the churches. Its fore- 
runners were those Parthians, Medes, -Elamites, and 
dwellers in Mesopotamia of whom we get a glimpse 
at Pentecost. What hurrying energy must have 
characterized the Early Church! The evangelization 
of the West was so rapidly accomplished that certain 
skeptics insist that the new Christians were but Mith- 
raists with changed names. They cannot believe that 
‘the apostles could. so quickly have transformed the 
populations of the Roman Empire. St. Thomas is 
said to have arrived in India not later than A. D. 
“49, and tradition speaks of messengers from the West 
having reached China in A. D. 61! 


Their success was due to many things, not least 


to their correct missionary methods. Their bishops 


were pilgrim preachers, who at the same time were 


usually traders, smiths, weavers or carpenters, much 
‘to the disgust of the sacerdotalists of We&tern Chris- 
tianity. Their monasteries, of which they founded 
hundreds in Persia, were Bible training-schools for 


the preparation of missionaries who should proceed to

the Farther East to establish new stations on the ad- 
vance line. From these centers poured forth their three 
years of probationary training a constant stream of 
ascetics,— men and women. Candidates for ordina- 
tion among the Nestorians were expected to know 
all the Psalms by heart. Bible translation occupied 
much of their attention, and it is a remarkable fact 
that the alphabets of Turks, Uigers, Mongols, and 
Manchus all came from the Syriac through the labors 
of these Nestorian translators. According to Nay 
the Pahlawi alphabet perfected by Nestorian scribes 
is the basis of the Korean alphabet. 

Assmani quotes Cosmas~as having fond Chris- 
tians in the year 525 in Socotra, Ceylon, the Ganges 
Valley, Pegu, Cochin China, Siam and Tonquin, 
among Bactrians and Huns.: In Persia the number 
of churches and large Christian communities was 
enormous. Metropolitan bishops in India are men- 
tioned. . The metropolitan of Java was fifteenth in 
rank in the church, which presupposes a large Chris- 
tian community on that island. There were also 
-metropolitan sees in Samarkand, Kashgar, Khatai, 
-Tangut, Khan Balik, Herat, Merv. The Turco- 
Tartar tribes were evangelized in the seventh century 
so that in the eighth century the Christian Uiger 
Turks were all powerful in Eastern Asia. Dr. 
Stewart believes that even the Philippines were evan- 
gelized by Nestorians, that the Spanish Cathélics 
-when they came must have found a Christian com- 
munity; that only in that way can the Catholic popu- 
lation of the islands be explained. -They were forced 
by Spain into Romanism, he contends, as the Nesto- 
rians of South India by the Portuguese. Mingana 
estimates the Christian Tartar populations in the 
millions. Kansu in West China was a great center 
of- Nestorian Christianity. Mongol royalty even be- 
came Christian and in the Vatican Missionaty Ex- 
hibition of 1925 a letter from Guyuk, a Mongol

prince and grandson of Genghis Khan, was exhibited. 
In it he protested against the despatch of Latin mis- 
sionaries into these Nestorian communities. 

In the times of the Decian and Diocletian perse- 
cutions great numbers of Christians found a place 
of refuge among their Nestorian brethren. Later 
Justinian’s bigotry drove thousands of Nestorian 
Christians eastward, his most pious and most indus- 
trious subjects. They brought to Mesopotamia and 
Persia, as the Huguenots to England and Germany, 
important industries and an intense missionary spirit. 
In the beginning of the fourth century harsh weather 
set in for the Nestorians in Persia. The Zoroastrian 
priests, whose religion nowadays interests the ama- 
teurs of comparative religion, stirred up Sapor II 
and Bahram V, kings of Persia, against the Christian 
community. These persecutions lasted for a century 
and brought death to hundreds of thousands. Chris- 
tians were flayed alive and thrown to pits filled with 
hungry rats or, in “the nine deaths,” suffered consecu- 
tive dismemberment of toes, wrists, arms, legs, ears, 
noses, and heads, They were bored with sharp iron 
and placed in freezing water. When the Zoroastrians 

ffered the Christian leader, Mar Shimun, his free- 

m if he would worship the sun he answered, “The 
stm went into mourning when its Creator died.” So 
he, too, was martyred. 

These persecutions drove multitudes into remote 
lands bearing with them the good seed of the Gospel. 
Those going to Transoxania and Turkestan became 
in many cases secretaries, physicians, and stewards 
in courts and noble houses and always missionaries 
at the same time. A manuscript published in Sweden 
in 1924 by Axel Moberg, “The Book of the ‘Himyar- 
ites,” describes the sufferings of these refugees at 
the hands of Masruq, the Jewish king of the Him- 
yarites in Arabia. Christians were ordered to be- 
come Jews on pain of death, were tied to wild camels 
and driven out into the desert to die of hunger and 
otherwise maltreated but were finally rescued and 
protected by the expeditionary forces of the Chris- 
tian king of Abyssinia. 

But it was left to the bloodthirsty followers of 
Mohammed finally to destroy this noble Christian 
church with fire and sword. The armies of the 
Caliph Omar overran Persia, making of this pros- 
perous land a desert. Genghis Khan destroyed Bok- 
hara, Herat, Kashgar, Samarkand: and many other 
centers of Christian life. Tamerlane, a fanatical 
Moslem, flayed all the men alive when he _ took 
Meerut. He utterly uprooted the Christianity of 
Central Asia. Sven Hedin in his “Travels in Central 
Asia” has described the countless buried and ruined 
towns in the Gobi desert. They constitute the sand- 
covered gravestones of these Christian communities. 
The Ming dynasty “made an end of Christianity in 
China. Terrible butcheries in north India blotted 
out Nestorian Christianity, the Moslem advance 
finally having been™stayed only by the coming of the 
Dutch. Even as late as 1784 Tippu, Sultan of My- 
sore, forcibly circumcised 40,000 Christians, compel- 
ling them to abjure Christianity if they would save 
ears and noses. \ 

And as if this were not enough, at last the Jesuits 
came. Portuguese rulers burned all the records of 
the St. Thomas congregations as heretical. For a 
century the black militia of Loyola compelled the 
native princes to crowd the Nestorians into Roman- 
ism. This persecution also was stopped by the Dutch 
and at Coonen Cross, in 1653, 200,000 forced con- 
verts returned to the church of their fathers. The 
immediate occasion of this religious revolt was the 
burning of a Nestorian bishop at Goa by the Jesuits. 
The Jesuits were led by Francis Xavier. 

It may be that before long we shall know more 
about this great epic of Christian history. Professor 
Koslov in 1925 brought a library of 2,500 volumes 
from Central Asia to Leningrad together with the 
vocabulary of an unknown tongue. The Nestorian 
tablet is thought to be a tampered reproduction of 
the original with the Jesuits on hand when it was 
made. More important are the Semiryechensk 
Cemetery inscriptions. Two graveyards, fifty-five 
kilometers apart, were discovered by Dr. Porjakoff 
near Lake Issyk-kul in Southern Siberia. The grave- 
stones were marked with crosses and belonged to 
graves of Nestorians of Turkish descent. Three 
hundred deciphered by Professor Chwolson include 
the names of nine archdeacons, eight doctors of ec- 
clesiastical law and Biblical interpretation, twenty- 
two visitors, three commentators, forty-six scholas- 
tics, two preachers, and an imposing number — of 
priests. Among. these Christians are representatives 
from China, India, East and West Turkestan, Mon- 
golia, Manchuria, Siberia, ard Persia. Inscription 
44 speaks of three as having died in Mohammedah- 
ism,— that is, in the Mohammedan persecution. An- 
other reads, “This is the grave of the church visitor, 
Pag Mangkw, the humble believer.” One says, “This 
is the grave of the priest and general Zuma, a blessed 
old man, a famous emir.” “A renowned exegete and 
preacher” is mentioned. “His voice in preaching was 
lifted up like a trumpet.” The word “believer” is 
frequently added to names. Then there is “the grave 


of the charming maiden Julia the betrothed of the 
choir leader John.” 
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They all sleep in Jesus waiting for the kelousma, 
the shout of command, when the Lord himself shall 
descend. 

Very interesting are the indications that Mr. 
Stewart gives of the influence Christianity, as 
preached by the Nestorians, had on the mythology, 
religious teaching, and practices of the heathenisms 
of the East. Attempts have been made to find the 
genetic origins of Christian story in the literature 
of paganism, Eastern as well as Western. The pro- 
cess should be reversed. Instead, then, of studying 
Eastern. faiths to find what is good in them we are 
to know that what is good in them is but a borrow- 
ing and an adulteration of Christianity and that it 
is for us to turn to the crystal-clear original. ‘Wall, 
Bentley, and Hunter are here quoted to the effect 
that Hinduism in its form of Krishna worship dates 
only from about the eighth century A. D. or even 
later. The name Krishna is an evident variant of 
Christ and the legends concerning him are obviously 
drawn from New Testament accounts. For ex- 
ample: the statement of the Vishnu Purana that 
Nanda, the foster-father of Krishna at the time of 
the latter’s birth, went with his pregnant wife 
Yasoda to Mathura to pay his taxes and the pic- 
torial representation of Krishna in the cowstall; also 
the accounts of the shepherds and of the ox and the 
ass standing about the sleeping woman. Then there 
are the stories of the massacre of the innocents, of 
the raising of the dead son of Dubasala to life by 
Krishna, of the cure of Kubja, of her pouring a 
vessel of ointment-over Krishna, of the power in his 
look which took away sin, and the like. It is an evi- 
dent imitation. Professor Hopkins, the Yale Sah- 
skritist, insists (in his “India Old and New,” pages 
155-7) that the t<auties ef the Baghavat Gita are 
drawn, in the last analysis, from the New Testament 
and puts them in parallel with passages from John. 
The various avatars were invented by the Brahmans 
to make the incarnation seem a commonplace event. 
Bentley believes that the Ramayana was written hot 
earlier than A. D. 295, the Mahabarata certainly not 
before A. D. 786 and probably not till A. D. 1157, 
and that those of the Vedas~which mention Krishna 
te necessarily without the antiquity claimed for 
them. 

But what has this to do with Nestorianism? Just 
this. The Brahmans, according to this view, feared 
that the rapid growth of Nestorian Christianity would 
shear them of their privileged position and fabricated 
a heathenized system with Christian elements which 
they imposed on the people as a substitute. When 
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then, for example, we are told that parallels to the 
virgin birth can be found in all religions, we can ex- 
plain that, in certain instancés at least, the parallel | 
came from the original in the Gospels of Matthew 
and Luke. 

And the same is the case with Japan and China. 
Mr. Stewart assures us that there were Christians 
in Japan before the close of the eighth century and 
strong Christian communities in China with Chris- 
tian kings and generals before the middle of .the 
seventh century. This would explain the similarities 
to Christian history and theology that are found in 
the Far East. Professor Peabody, the Harvard Uni- 
tarian, after a trip to Japan told us that it was a 
hopeless thing to bring to Japan a theology of incar- 
nation and atonement since the East abounded in 
suca teaching. Well, the East got this teaching from 
the same source as the West, and perverted it. The 
doctrine of ‘Shinran, the Japanese Buddhist, is that 
“man cannot be saved by his own’ merit or effort. 
It is by the grace and merit of Amitabha that man 
is saved.” Shantao, his predecessor, had the idea 
of a vicarious Saviour, of ‘eternal life by faith in 
Amitabha. According to the Japanese Amida sects, 
Amida is without beginning and without end, all 
love, wisdom, benevolence, and power. His incar- 
nations were in order to bring salvation to mankind. 
In his last incarnation he vowed that, should he attain 
to perfect Buddhahood, he would accept deliverance 
only on condition that the salvation of man should 
go with it. 

The Hindu Baakti appeared in India some cen- 
turies after Christ. It is the devotion of the believer 
to the absolute God. Directed toward Rama it is all 
that is required for salvation. “Faith in his name is 
a little boat. The Holy Master himself is the steers- 
man who ferries us to the land of life.” Here is 
Christian teaching, as Grierson thinks, misapplied to 
the heathen divinity. And the teaching presumably 
came to India via Nestorianism. 

Finally those strange Karen traditions of the fall, 
the serpent, the separation from God; of the golden 
Book which their. ancestors possessed but lost thrcugh 
carelessness, and of the promised coming of men 
from across the sea who would bring it to them a 
second time,—all these point back to the indefatig- 
able Nestorian missionaries who were found in 
Farther India also. i 

Nestorian Christianity then puts Oriental religion 
in its right place,—showing it to be a borrower from 
Christianity and without fruitful teaching of its own 
devising. 





Who Are the Angels ? 


A question was asked by an Ohio reader if there 
is Scriptural authority for thinking the: dead have 
knowledge of what is happening on this earth, and 
your reply was that there seems to be no Scripture 
for this view. I have thought of Psalm 91, which 
states: “He shall give his angels charge over thee, 
to keep thee in-all thy ways. They shall bear thee 
up in their hands, lest thou dash thy foot against 
a stone.” Is not this evidence that those in Heaven 
have knowledge of us here on earth? Note also 
Mark 12: 25, where Christ tell§ the Sadducees that 
the ones in question are like the angels in Heaven. 
How can we be under the angels’ care against harm 
if oe do not know about us here?—An Oregon 
reader. 


There seems to be widespread misunderstanding as 
to the teaching of the Scriptures concerning angels. 
Some of the old hymns may be responsible for this, 
such as the hymn that runs: 


I want to be an angel, 
And with the angels stand. 


The “blessed dead” are not angels; those who have 
died trusting in the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour are 
in his presence in Heaven, but they are not angels. 
Of the angels we read: “Are they not all minister- 
ing spirits, sent forth to minister for them who shall 
be heirs of salvation?” (Heb. 1:14.) The very fact 
that our Lord said, concerning human beings after 
they shall have died and risen from the dead, that they 
“are as the angels which are in heaven” in the mat- 
ter of neither marrying nor being given in marriage, 
shows that human beings, in Heaven, are like angels 
in this respect but are not angels; if redeemed human 
beings were angels they would not be likened to 
angels. 

The passage in the 91st Psalm quoted by this reader 
refers to the rd Jesus Christ. In a secondary 
meaning it can refer to all who trust God. But it 
was quoted by Satan when he tempted Christ and 
urged him to cast himself down from the Temple, 
giving as a reason the statement in the Psalm, “For 
he shall give his angels charge over thee, to keep 
thee in all thy ~ways. They shall bear thee up in 


ed 





their hands, lest thou dash thy foot against a stone.” 
Whether it is read as of the Lord, or of those who are 
children of God by faith in him, the reference to 
angels shows that they are, as the Epistle to the 
Hebrews tells us, ministering spirits caring for the 
heirs of ‘salvation—that is, for redeemed human be- 
ings. 

The Scofield Reference Bible has a valuable note 
on angels, summarizing the teaching of the Scrip- 
tures in comment on Hebrews 1:4. Some of the 
facts there set forth, as given in Scripture, are the 
following : 

“They are exceedingly numerous (Matt. 26:53; 
Heb. 12:22; Rev. 5:11; Psa. 68:17). Their power 
is inconceivable (2 Kings 19:35). There place is 
about the throne of God (Rev. 5:11; 7:11). Their 
relation to the believer is that of ‘ministering spirits, 
sent forth to minister for them who shall be heirs 
of salvation,’ and this ministry has reference largely 
to the physical safety and well-being of believers (1 
Kings 19:5; Psa. 34:7; 91:11; Dan. 6:22; Matt. 
2:13, 193 4:11; Luke 22: 43; Acts 5:19; 12:7-10). 
From ‘Hebrews 1:14, with Matthew 18:10; Psalm 
or: 11, it would seem that this care for the heirs of 
salvation begins in infancy and continues through life. 
The angels observe us (1 Cor 4:9; Eph. 3: 10; Eccles. 
5:6), a fact which should influence conduct. They 
receive departing saints (Luke 16:22). Man is made 
‘a little lower than the angels,’ and in incarnation 
Christ took ‘for a little’ (time) this lower place 
(Psa. 8:4, 5; Heb. 2:6, 9) that He might lift the 
believer into His own sphere above angels (Heb. 2: 
9, 10). The angels are to accompany Christ in His 
second advent (Matt. 25:31). To thent will be com- 
mitted the preparation of the judgment of the nations 
(see Matt. 13: 30, 30, 41, 42; 25:32, note). The king- 
dom-age is not to be subject to angels, but to Christ 
and those for whom He was made a little lower than 
the angels (Heb. 2:5). An archangel, Michael, is 
mentioned as having a particular relation to Israel 
and to the resurrections (Dan. 10:13, 21; 12:1, 2; 
Jude 9; 1 Thess. 4:16). The only other angel whose 
name is revealed, Gabriel, was employed in the most 
es services (Dan. 8:16; 9:21; Luke 1:

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Why Modernism Is “The Apostasy” 








How it is preparing the way for 





the Antichrist :

HE next great event to occur in the scheme 
of prophecy is the mr of the Lord Jesus to 
this earth. While human knows exactly 
when this event will take place, yet God's people are 
expected to know when it is near. For that purpose 
the Word of God tells of certain signs that are to 
precede the return of the Lord. ie 
One of the signs of the Lord’s coming is the apos- 
tasy” or “the falling away” spoken of in 2 Thessa- 
lonians 2:3. The Thessalonian Christians had evi- 
dently been disturbed, thinking that the day of the 
Lord was already present. Therefore the apostle 
writes for their instruction and for. ours: “Let no 
man beguile you in any wise: for it-will not be, ex- 
cept the falling away come first, and the man of .sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition” (R. V.). Here we 
are informed that the day of the Lord is to be: pre- 
ceded by first, the apostasy,: then the manifestation 
of the man of sin. : 
The man of sin is evidently the personal Anti- 
christ to whom our Lord referred when he said in 
John 5:43: “I am come in my Father’s name, and 
ye receive me not: if another shall come in his own 
name, him ye will receive.” The Antichrist is also 
seen as the second beast out of the earth in the 
thirteenth chapter of Revelation. He is energized by 
Satan. He has power to perform certain wgnders 
by means of which he deceives the people. He evi- 
dently controls the economic system of the world and 
uses this power to force upon the people the most 
blasphemous idolatry. He exalts himself as the ob- 
ject of worship in the place of God. . 
Because the claims of Antichrist are so pretentious 
and blasphemous it is evident that there must be ex- 
tensive preparation for his coming. Surely men would 
not follow such a person unless they had first of all 
been deceived by false doctrine. This is just what 
we find prophesied in 2 Thessalonians 2:3. Anti- 
christ will not be manifest until there is first of all 
the apostasy which prepares the way for his coming. 
The apostasy is to be a sign to the children of 
God that the day of the Lord is near. But this ques- 
tion may rightfully be interposed: How can an apos- 
tasy be a sign of our Lord’s return when there have 
been scores of apostasies throughout all the - history 
of the Church from the first century until now? It 
is true that we are living in days of apostasy, but -how 
is the present apostasy to be identified with that spoken 
of by the apostle in 2 Thessalonians 2:3? This is 
an important question, but it is evidently answered 
by a study of the Scripture under consideration. 


How to Identify “The Apostasy” 

It is to be noted first of all, that the apostle is 
not talking about an apostasy, but the apostasy. He 
has a definite, particular departure from the faith 
in mind. It is to be noted-also that the writer ex- 
pects his readers to recognize the apostasy when it 
comes, for he says: “Let ‘no man deceive you,” and 
then says that the apostasy. must precede the coming 
of Antichrist and the day of the Lord. But still, how 
is the apostasy to be identified? The answer is, by 
its peculiar doctrine. The next verse tells us what 
that doctrine is: ‘Who opposeth and exalteth him- 
self above all that is called God, or that is worshipped; 
so that he as God sitteth in the temple of God, shew- 
ing himself that he is God.” It is true that this verse 
gives us the doctrine of the Antichrist — but the doc- 
trine of the apostasy and the doctrine of the Anti- 
christ must be the same because it is the apostasy 
that prepares the way for the manifestation of Anti- 
christ. The doctrine of the apostasy then is_ this: 
that man himself is divine, that man_ himself! is God. 
Godet, in his article, “Revelation,” in Johnson’s Cyclo- 
pedia, thus writes: “Antichrist’s theological system 
may be summed up in the three following theses : 
1. There is no personal God without and above the 
Universe. 2. Man is himself his own god—the god 
of this world. 3. I am the representative of human- 
ity; by worshipping me humanity. worships itself.” 

That the doctrine of Antichrist is the doctriwe of 
the apostasy is further evident from verse 11 of the 
same chapter. God sends strong delusion “that they 
should believe the lie.” Not a lie, but the lie. The 
definite article is used in the Greek. It is the lie 
of Satan, for he is the power behind the Antichrist. 
The lie of Satan is first revealed in the third chapter 
of Genesis. It is the particular falsehood of Satan 
that caused sin to gain an entrance into this world: 
“God doth know that in the day ye eat thereof .. . 
ye shall be as gods, knowing good and evil.” The 
lie of Satan before the fall. was that man could be- 
come divine, and the lie Sf Satan since the fall is 
that man is divine. 


Mr. Aldrich makes an astounding charge: that 
Modernism is unique among all the heresies of 
the Christian era. He says this only after looking 
up over 250 sects and heresies that existed from 
the first century to the seventeenth. He proves 
with finality, from the Bible and from Christian 
history, that Modernism’s message is different 
from all other heresies and alone fulfills the 
Scripture prophecy concerning “the apostasy” 
that must immediately precede the Lord’s return. 








The central doctrine of the apostasy, then, is that 
man himself is divine, or deity; tnat there is there- 
fore no need for regeneration; that man himself can 
take the place of God. 

Are we then living in the days of the apostasy? 
We are, and we can identify it: Modernism is the 
apostasy. Modernism by its central doctrine of the 
divinity of man is preparing the way for the mani- 
festation of Antichrist. Many good Christian people 
have not yet come to realize the seriousness of Mod- 
ernism. They have thought of it as simply a little 
different way of looking at Christianity or a more 
modern application of Christianity to this age. Such 
is not the case. ‘Modernism is not historical Chris- 
tianity at all. Modernism denies practically all the 
great truths that Christians have always held sacred. 
Modernism is antichristianity.

Teachings of Prominent Modernists 

Some proof will be demanded to support such state- 
ments, and it is easily produced. The following list 
of quotations from leading Modernists or liberals 
could easily be multiplied many times: 


Dr. John H. Boyd in his farewell sermon preached 
at the First Presbyterian Church in Portland, Ore., 
said: ‘Those who can see the infinite reach of them- 
selves can see God, can strengthen themselves, and 
the spiritual world is open to them. Men are what 
they are because of a fatal disbelief in their own 
divinity,” 

President McGiffert of Union Theological Seminary 
says in his book, “The Rise of Modern Religious 
Ideas,” pages 207, 208: “Divine and human are 
recognized as truly one. Christ therefore, if human, 
must be divine, as all men are. Christ is essentially 
no more divine than we are or than nature is.” 

W. Henry Clark in “The Liberal Orthodoxy,” page 
285: “The incarnation of God in Christ is nothing 
else than the incarnation of God in all men carried 
to a superlative degree.” 

Dr. R. J. Campbell in “The New Theology,” page 
106: “God is continually incarnating himself in hu- 
man life; all human history represents the incarna- 
one or manrtifestation of the eternal Son or Christ of 

Professor W. A. Brown in The Harvard Theoiog- 
ical Review, page 16, 1911: “God is not thought of 
as separate from the universe but rather as its imma- 
nent law.” 

Professor Walter Rauschenbusch in “A Theology 
for the Social Gospel,” page 178: “The old concep- 
tion that God is distinct from our human life” must 
give way to “the religious belief that he is immanent 
in humanity.” 

Frank C. Doan in the book “Religion and the Mod- 
ern Mind”. quoted from- Horsch “Modern Religious 
Liberalism,” page 76: “Do you ask me whether God 
is simply the spirit of humanity? J reply that God is 
essentially and simply just that.’ . 

Reuerbach in “Essence of Religion” translated by 
Miss Evans says: “Religion in its heart, its essence, 
believes in nothing else than the truth, the divinity 
of man.” “Its true object and substance is man.” 
“Man, adoring a God, adores the goodness of his own 
nature.” “The nature of God is nothing else but the 
nature of man considered as something external to 
man.” “Man has his highest being, his God, in him- 
self.” Quoted from page 165-of “Christianity and 
Anti-Christianity,” by Samuel J. Andrews. 

Professor W. A. McKeever of the University of 
Kansas in the book “Man and the New Democracy,” 
page 94: “I worship God through man. To. know 
God is first to know man and to know man is to 
worship the divinity in him. ... Man is my best ex- 
pression of deity, and so I bow reverently at this 
shrine.” 

From these quotations it is evident that the case 
against Modernism has. not been overstated. Mod- 
ernism is convicted out of its own mouth of being 


‘the article on Pantheism: 


the present-day father of the lie of Satan that man 
himself is divine, that humanity is God. 

The strategy of Satan against the Church has been 
the same as that revealed in the garden of Eden. 
First he injected a doubt as to the truth of the Word 
of God. Next came an absolute denial of God's 
Word. ‘Then the final substitution of a lie in the 
place of God’s truth. This strategy of Satan can be 
traced in tMe history of the heresies of the Church. 

The heresies of the Church of the first three cen- 
turies dealt with the Trinity. Sabellianism denied 
the distinction between the persons of the Trinity. 
Docetism denied the reality of our Lord's body — 
thus denying the reality of the incarnation. The 
Ebionites denied the deity of Christ. Arianism taught 
that Christ was more than a man but less than God. 
The final result of all these heresies was the same: 
to deny the revelation of God to man through Christ, 
and to raise the question “Hath God spoken?” Satan's 
efforts in the early history of the Church were con- 
centrated to cast doubt on the reality of the revela- 
tion of God in Christ. It is significant that the early 
heresies did not deal with anthropology, the doctrine 
of man. 

Satan’s next step is seen in the leading heresy of 
the fifth century, Pelagianism. Pelagianism denied 
original sin and its consequences. Logically, there- 
fore, it denied the necessity of the atonement and 
taught salvation by man’s own powers. It was equiva- 
lent to. Satan’s second declaration to Eve, “Thou shalt 
not surely die.” Pelagius and his party flourished for 
a while, but his teachings were finally condemned as 
heresy. The time was not yet ripe for the Church to 
receive this bold stroke of Satan. 

During the Middle Ages the Word of God was so 
concealed by the ritual and paganism of the Roman 
Catholic Church that no attack on the Word of God 
was necessary. When the Reformation gave the 
Word of God to the world again Satan began anew 
his-old program of doubt, denial, but this time going 
on boldly to proclaim the lie. 

The beginnings of present-day Modernism, or the 
so-called new Christianity, can be traced to the Ration- 
alism and Pantheism of the seventeenth century. Pan- 
theism had appeared in the Church before this time, 
but up to the seventeenth century it had never gained 
a large hearing, and it had always been condemned. 

Baruch Spinoza (born 1632) is generally consid- 
ered the one who laid the foundation for the Pan- 
theism that formed the basis for modern German 
philosophy and theology. Christian Wolff (1679-1754) 
built upon the foundation laid by Spinoza. He at- 
tempted to make an exact science out of theology 
like the science of mathematics. His system was de- 
veloped further by John Semler (1725-1791). Sem- 
ler is considered by many the father of modern 
rationalism. 


The Birth of Modern Higher Criticism 


Semler attacked the canon of Scripture and tried 
to get rid of nearly every book in the Bible. He 
invented the Positive Accommodation theory. His 
“Apparatus for Liberal Interpretation of the Old; Tes- 
tament” laid the broad foundation upon which the 
“historico-critical” school is based. 

About the time of Semler the destructive higher 
critical school had its inception. Astruc, a French 
physician, in 1753 first called attention to the use of 
the divine name Elohim in some sections of Gerfésis 
and Jehovah in others and began the documentary the- 
ory. He was followed by Eichhorn, who added to 
his theory the supposed literary peculiarities of the 
supposed different documents. Then came DeWette, 
‘Hupfeld, and finally in the nineteenth century Graf 
and Welhausen. 

The result of higher criticism was to undermine 
the authority of the Word of God, to deny the fact 
of revelation. Higher criticism, therefore, was the 
handmaid of German philosophy, the object of which 
was to get rid of a personal God entirely and to put 
humanity in his place. Blunt’s “Dictionary of Here- 
sies and Sects and Schools of Thought,” in the article 
on Rationalism, makes this significant statement: 
*Materialism and the worship of humanity seem to 
be the natural terminus of Rationalism.” Again in 
“To do away with the 
notion of a personal Deity has ever since [that is, 
since Spinoza] been the aim of German philosophy.” 

Present-day Modernism, while it had its inception 
in the philosophy and rationalism of the seventeenth 
century, yet did not become a widespread heresy in 
the Church until the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies. The great leaders of Rationalism and of the 
higher critical school lived in these two centuries. 
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Modernism has been steadily on the increase up to 
the present time, until now it is found in practically 
every denomination and it controls some. 

This brief history of the heresies of the Church has 
been given to show that no heresy except Modernism 
has taught the deity of man, It is true that here and 
there throughout all the history of the church 
there have been fanatics who have claimed to be the 
Messiah or some other incarnation of Deity, but no 
such fanatic ever claimed that his followers were 
also divine, and no “such person ever gained a wide- 
spread hearing in the Church. 

In Blunt’s “Dictionary of Sects and Heresies and 
Schools of Thought” there are listed and defined one 
hundred and fifty-five heresies and sects dating from 
the first century to the time of the Reformation. The 
only heresy during this entire period that taught any- 
thing resembling the doctrine of present-day Modern- 
ism was the Pantheism of Amalric of Bena in the 
end of the twelfth century. Amalric was deposed 
from his position in the University of Paris and his 
teachings condemned. He died of grief and ten of 
his followers were burned as heretics. 

Blunt has also listed and defined one hundred and 
thirty-four Continental, English, and Scottish sects 
of the Reformation and later date. The Servetians 
were the only heretics of this list who might be con- 
sidered as holding doctrines akin to Modernism. 
Miguel Servede (1509-1553), developed Unitarianism 
in the direction of Pantheism among Calvinistic re- 
formers. He was put to death for his heresy, Calvin 
himself giving full consent to his death. The Church 
was not yet ready to receive such heresy. It was 
not until the seventeenth century that Rationalism 
and Pantheism gained a hearing in the Church, and 
it was not until the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
_turies that these systems developed into Modernism 
and became widespread and popular. The statement 
that Modernism is the first heresy of the Church to 
teach the deity of man is therefore seen to be true. 

But if Modernism teaches that all men are divine, 
that humanity is God, how will men be induced to 
worship one man, the Antichrist? It will be as the 
representative of humanity that he will be worshiped. 
When the Modernist who calls himself a Christian 
has so far departed from the teachings of God’s Word 
as to call himself divine, it will neither be a more 
difficult transition nor a greater step in apostasy, but 
only a natural sequence, to begin the worship of man 
as personified by the Antichrist and as described in 
2 Thessalonians 2: 4. 

Andrews in “Christianity and Anti-Christianity” 
makes this pertinent suggestion along this same line: 
“If one may suppose this belief (that God is incarnate 
in all men) to have spread widely in Christendom, 
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the question must arise: To whom, as the best rep- 
resentative of our divine humanity, shall men pay 
their homage —to one who lived many centuries ago, 
when humanity was comparatively undeveloped, or 
to one of our Own day, the product of its highest 
culture? Why, it is now asked by not a few, should 
Jesus of Nazareth stand forever as the great example 
of the Incarnation? Can we affirm that the fullness 
of our divinity has been realized in any one man, or 
at any time past? Are we not rather to expect a 
higher realization of it in some one to come? If 
humanity is under the law of dynamic evolution, or 
if Divine Principle is ever developing itself in men, 
must there not be a continual upward religious pro- 
gress? We cannot, therefore, believe that a man of 
the distant past is tc be regarded as the final term of 
man’s evolution, or the highest manifestation of God. 
. . The strong presumption is that we are to look 
forward rather than backward, and that it is unrea- 
sonable to regard any religious or moral type of the 
past as perfect and unsurpassable” (pages 161, 162). 
It is evident from the Word of God that this com- 
ing representative of humanity will be the Antichrist, 
and Modernism is preparing the way for his recep- 
tion. : 

It does not necessarily. follow that, because Modern- 
ism is the apostasy spoken of in 2 Thessalonians 2: 3, 
therefore the Lord must return at once. Modernism 
has been in the Church for a long time already, and 
for all we know it may be in the Church a long time 
yet before he appears. But it is evident that Mod- 
ernism is the fina: apostasy. Therefore let those of 
us who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ as the divine 
Son of God and as our Saviour not be deceived by 
this religion of Satan. Modernism is not new-Chris- 
tianity. Modernism is not a modern application of 
Christianity. It is antichristianity. Its basic doc- 
trine is the doctrine of Antichrist. 

We do not know when Christ will return, and we 
may wait a long time; but present conditions in the 
Church, in the world, and among the Jews seem to 
say he is coming soon., In the Church Modernism is 
making rapid gains. It has won almost all of our 
colleges and many of our theological seminaries. We 
should resist it to the last, but in the midst of our 
contending for the faith we are conscious of the in- 
creasing power of the enemy. But this is what the 
Word teaches us to expect. So, as the darkness gets 
darker, we are not cast down, for we know that the 
day of the Lord is near and the coming of Christ for 
his Church is therefore nearer. “And when these 
things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up 
your heads; for your redemption draweth nigh” (Luke 
3t: 28).

OW that we have completely carried the sec- 
N tion of the mound upon which we worked in 

1928 down to the bottom, surveyed and leveled, 
and photographed and recorded it, we have a complete 
conspectus of the history of culture in the land from 
before 2000 B. C. down to 600 B. C. The outlines 
of this history may best be presented at the close 
of our work this year, after any additional items that 
have appeared, which may modify it somewhat, shall 
be known. So leaving that aside for a later letter, 
we shall do at this time, for the next two or three 
letters, what the Chinese call “taking a look see,” 
recording briefly in rapid succession the multitude of 
things as they are found and the various phases of 
the work as they are to be seen round about the exca- 
vation and the camp. 

Visitors at the camp, and, indeed, hardened arche- 
ologists themselves, are often fascinated by watching 
the work of the expert in fitting together potsherds 
and making complete pots. This man is an Egyptian 
of long experience and amazing skill. From a basket 
containing about half a bushel of scraps of pots, many 
of them not more than a couple of square inches in 
extent, and of very irregular shape, he will sort out 
and fit together, each in its own exact place, these 
little fragments until a beautiful vase stands before 
us almost entirely complete. The fascination of the 
cross-word puzzle is as nothing to this work of re- 
construction. There stands directly in front of me 
at this moment a great four-handled bowl like an

immense punch bowl-of elegant shape and workman- 
ship which came out of the diggings as a lot of ap- 
parently worthless fragments mixed with a multitude 
of other fragments belonging to Other pots. 

Another and totally different kind of work is be- 
ing done at the table in the reed hut used as a-work- 
shop; it is the recording of the finds in the great 
book, with a carbon sheet making a record in dupli- 
cate. Each article is drawn to exact scale and its 
source and use recorded. The record has already 
more than eleven hundred items, and this number 
will probably be increased by the close of this season 
to more’ than fifteen hundred. This method pre- 
serves everything for the study of the place, when 
the excavations have destroyed ‘most of the material 
evidence. Thus the evidence is preserved for future 
generations of students. “How fascinating is the 
work of the archeologist,” will be the rapturous ex- 
clamation of a reader sitting in the shade or swinging 
in the hammock. Alas, the conditions under which 
the archeologist works do not include hammocks in 
the shade, and often omit a great many things usually 
considered matters of course at home. If here you 
enter a grocery or an optical instrument store or 2 
jeweler’s to have a typewriter repaired, and ask, 
“When will these things be ready?” the answer is, 
“Oh! Such a time—any time you wish.” “You go 
away rejoicing and in hope, only to find that nothing 
is done until you come again. The practical maxim 
of the Orient is, “Never do anything now that can 
be put off to a later time.” 
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After a few such experiences, when one is in a 
hurry and must get through, he remembers the grave 
of the man of whom Kipling writes, “He tried to 
hustle the East.” 

Gruesome things are sometimes found, as the snake 
goddess in 1928 and now the goddess of childbirth. 
This latter was also Canaanite, but, alas, comes from 
the Israelite occupation of the city, another piece of 
material evidence of the truth of the constant charge 
of Israel’s prophets and reformers that the people 
fell into the idolatry and superstition of the land. 

Sickles are frequently found, as this one from soon 
after the time of Solomon and this other from about 
the time of Saul. Sickle® vary somewhat in shape, 
but are all sickles. A plowshare from the time of 
the judges is much like those in use here in all ages 
down to the present time. This one is iron, as is 
also a small ax-head from the same period, as well 
as a large and beautiful bronze ax. Bronze did not 
entirely cease to be used when iron became promi- 
nent. Especially there was a time in the period of 
the judges when the Philistines, who introduced iron 
smelting, tried to hold on to a monopoly of the iron 
business and the Israelites were obliged to go to the 
Philistine smithies to have the mattock and the coul- 
ter sharpened. Are these relics memorials of that 
time? Perhaps so. Arrowheads in both iron and 
bronze also come from the Israelite period. Sling- 
stones, usually of flint, are very common in all ages; 
we get bushels of them, especially around the walls. 
This fine large one of flint beautifully made is about 
the size of a ten-pound cannon ball. I think it would 
feel very much like one on a man’s head. This little 
bronze bracelet was the delight of some child about 
the time of David, and likewise this little decorated 
ivory pendant for a necklace. These beautifully 
shaped stone buttons and tiny beads from the Canaan- 
ite period are pathetic memorials of the never-failing 
feminine love of ornament. 

The chick peas roasted four thousand years ago 
are now joined on our archeological table by some 
fresher parched wheat which has been cooked. only 
about three thousand years, coming as it does from 
about the time of Hezekiah or somewhat later. The 
beautiful. little pot containing the wheat was found 
with a considerable quantity roasted in it. It was 
probably only a little household receptacle of a Jewish 
woman’s kitchen in which she had a small quantity 
of wheat for cooking purposes. It got cooked all 
right, but she did not get to use it. It remains now 
to give a realistic touch to our history of the dread- 
ful times of the burning of the city. 

Quite frequently ivory and bone ornaments and ivory 
inlay of furniture are found, but very seldom mother- 
of-pearl. Here, however, is a beautiful sea shell from 
which mother-of-pearl is taken. It had not been cut, 
but is a mute testimony of the use of the sea shell, 
and so of mother-of-pearl. It also comes from the 
times of the kings of Judah.

Camp life in the archeological work is not without 
its comic features. Occasionally grotesque and laugh- 
able decorations appear: whether they are the work 
of some old-time burlesque cartoonist, and the decora- 
tion of pots was their way of putting out the comic 
page of their newspaper, we do not know; but this 
forenoon there came in from the expert who puts 
together the fragments two pieces of what is called 
Philistine pottery, because similar to Philistine deco- 
ration, making a remarkably grotesque creature. The 
Staff is divided in opinion as to whether it is a bird 
or an animal. It seems to have the legs of an animal, 
the toes of a bird, the head and crest and the wattles 
of a big bird; but the afterpart of the creature is 
wanting, so that it is quite impossible to say whether 
or not it had some other legs at the other end. The 
creature is evidently running from something behind 
it of which it is afraid and against which it is very 
angry; for its head is turned around over its back 
and its beak is wide open as though it were scream- 
ing. The description may sound like the description 
of the work of some child or of some ignoramus; but 
it is not so, There is a marked element of gro- 
tesquerie in the drawing which shows the skill of a 
real cartoonist. It is a genuine comic cartoon placed 
as decoration on a piece of pottery. I suppose it does 
not reflect any more of the civilization or the moral 
character of the Israelites of the time of the judges, 
from which period it comes, than does the comic page 
of the daily newspaper reflect real American life. 

Many limestone basins are found in the rooms of 
the houses, particularly. in the Israelite period, though 
not exclusively so. Perhaps it is because we have 
more of the remains of the Israelite period than of 
the Canaanite that they seem more numerous. Some 
of these basins are of a hard, refractory limestone, -not 
easily calcined. These were suitable for firepots for 
cooking purposes and evidently were so used. They 
are much blackened inside by the action of the fire. 
Other basins are of the beautiful white limestone, 
which takes a polish very like marble and is very 
susceptible to the influence of fire. No fire has been 
used in them, They are hot blackened “or calcined. 
We can only imagine the use to which they were 
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put, possibly for ablutions, almost certainly as retep- 
tacles in which to wash things, and’ doubtless also 
for the mixing of food. 

It was reported earlier in our work of excavation 
here that these old cities had no street cleaning de- 
partment, that.they permitted the rubbish to accumulate 
in the streets and if, in time, the street became too 
high for the threshold of the house they could make 
steps up to the street, as we sometimes find in modern 
homes, and as we found also here in 1928. Or, in 
case they did not wish to do that — well, they could 
put in 4 new floor and raise the roof. In our work 
this afternoon we have found a portion of the city 
of the kings of Judah where they actually pursued 
this latter method. At least, they put in a new thres- 
hold which is still in situ, and if it made the ceiling 
so low that they would bump their heads they would 
surely raise the roof. As Nebuchadnezzar destroyed 
all those roofs that part of the alteration cannot now 
be seen. 

Come with me for a look about the workshop, 
which is in fact a reed hut constructed as a shelfer 
for the work of the photographer and the recorder, 
and as a storehouse for the finds. Note these great 
feast bowls, in sizefand shape like a great chinaware 
punch bowl, a very great one, in fact. They come 
from the times of the kings of Judah, the best period 
of Israelite history. These bowls were too large 
for family use. They were undoubtedly for the pur- 
poses of social entertainment. It would be an exag- 
geration to say that one is found in every house, but 
they are very numerous indeed. In them was placed 
probably the whole of a roasted kid or lamb and about 
it gathered the whole company at the feast. They have 
three, sometimes four, handles, and are occasionally 

_ quite beautifully decorated by the ring burnishing over 
~a red slip placed on the pottery, which makes the 
, whole inside of the bowl a set of concentric pink 
rings. Then these black cooking pots were even 
more essential to the culinary department of an Israel- 
ite home. Some of them are quite large, for the 
cooking of a great dinner. Most of them are what 
might be called strictly family size, but here are 
two tiny little cooking pots that have been very much 
used, deeply blackened over the fire. One is puzzled 
to know to what use were put the very small ones, 
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unless they were for the amusement of the daughters 
while they learned to cook. 

Then note these scores of little juglets with the 
pinched lip at the top for the pouring out of the 
various unguerfs that were placed in them. Most 
valuable of all because of its rarity here at Kirjath- 
sepher and its uniqueness anywhere is this flat, open- 
top bowl from the time of the judges. Its peculiarity 
is that it has a small handle on the one side, as for 
pouring, and a rather capacious spout projecting on 
the other side. It was not a cooking pot and apparently 
was used for some liquid. Perhaps it was a soup dish, 
One might think of the “red red” that Esau so longed 
for when he was famished. 

Now the journey to Jerusalem must be made again 

for provisions to feed a hungry Staff and money to 
satisfy the longing of the workmen for their wages. 
We do not say much about the dangers of the life 
that we live; but perhaps the picture would not be 
complete, as no picture is, without some of the 
shadows. There is far less banditry in this land than 
in our boastful America, yet we always live in the 
shadow of possible bandit raids. We are very care- 
ful to pay every man in the work all that 
is due him, but we are equally careful that 
it does not become known just when he is 
going to get it, and so pay day is moved about. Some- 
times it is delayed and sometimes it is moved forward 
a day or two, and thus that meddlesome old hag, 
Dame Rumor, cannot inform any would-be Palestin- 
ian gangsters when we are likely to be coming down 
from Jerusalem with the money, and we are very 
careful about keeping the money overnight in the 
camp. 
Then, with all the precautions that we can take 
for health and the prevention of any sort of con- 
tagion, the incorrigible disposition of the Arabs to 
be utterly regardless of any precautions for safety in 
the handling of water or food constitutes a constant 
menace to health. If visitors who come to the camp, 
perhaps even the members of the Staff, knew always 
all that is to be seen around the place they would 
live in constant aversion and dread. 

But the archeologist who always plays safe will 
never be an archeologist.

ism seeks to trample under foot the priceless pos- 

session of womanhood—her purity and honor, 
and today we have an increasing knowledge that is 
not wisdom, and a license that is not liberty. 

Questionnaires are becoming more and more daring, 
as professors of lax morals take up positions of lead- 
ership, and too often the “inch” becomes an “ell” in 
matters of questionable literature spread about our 
colleges and tniversities. 

Some two years ago a questionnaire issued to the 
girls of a class at a well-known college was given 
publicity, and protest’was made. The questions asked 

_the young women were of a most revolting type, and 
one wonders how much more progress has been made 
along these lines since that time. Certainly our sta- 
tistics point to an appalling increase of divorce and 
immorality. 

In the light of present-day agitation for and against 
divorce, it might be interesting to quote the views of 
those who hold no brief for the authdrity of Scrip- 
ture, self-styled atheists. We quote from one of their 
magazines the following expression of their views 
on these subjects. 4 

“, . . Marriage is coming to be considered what it 
ought to be, a civil contract, terminable at the option 
of the parties. This change indicates that the clergy 
are losing .. . the authorization of civil marriages has 
been one of the most severe blows ecclesiastical in- 
fluence has undergone . . . every State in the Union, 
except the most backward South Carolina, ~which has 
a special law governing inheritance by illegitimates, 
has repudiated the no-divorce doctrine of Jesus. The 
American system is superior to the Christian. .. . 
Birth control is practical atheism. It substitutes the 
providence of man for the providence of God, by 
taking thought of tomorrow ... the Bible lies. . .” 

One outstanding fact in all this clear definition of 
what atheism stands for is also the evidence to the 
atheist (though apparently a matter of confusion to 
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the Christian) of what the Word of God teaches on 
these subjects. 

Much more could be said, many authorities quoted, 
much evidence adduced — but what is the need, when 
our newspapers daily record, for general reading, the 
tragedies resulting from present-day “liberal” thought 
and teaching? 

We have concrete proof on our files of personal 
calamities in homes and hearts as the result of the 
adverse teaching and practices of the present age. 

Four representatives of different families, two pre- 
viously unknown to us, called here this week asking 
help for those dear to them who were losing out 
in faith. 

One, the mother of four, two grown-up sons and 
two daughters, told me her husband was a Christian, 
but simply advocated letting matters alone —that in 
any case they would be up against it, and would have 
to “find their own feet” in the long run. This was 
his answer to her plea that he protest against the 
teaching that was the cause of the sons’ rejecting 
the Bible and declining to have anything to do with 
Christianity. 

It is a pity some of the leaders of this cult of un- 
belief could not meet some of the mothers who call 
at this office, and hear the results of their doctrine in 
practical living. Blasphemy, immorality, excess, de- 
fiance of all home authority are some of the dire 
things mentioned in experiences related to us. 

We feel it timely to quote here a solemn warning 
against atheism and evolution and all teaching that 
puts aside the teaching of the Scriptures. There are 
difficulties, apparent contradictions, seeming discrep- 
ancies, but there is light from the Spirit of God to 

obtained on all such —light that proves conclusively 
to the sincere seeker after truth that the Scripture

To every doubter, anxious to know God, there is 
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utmost condescension on the part of the One who even 
permitted a doubting disciple to see the marks of 
His conquering humiliation when He said: ‘Reach 
hither thy hand, and thrust it into my side: arid be 
not faithless, but believing.” 

To every doubter, fearful as to what lies ahead if 
the Christian faith is accepted, there are the solemn 
words: “He that taketh not his cross, and followeth 
after me, is not worthy of me.” 

To every doubter, who makes his wish for license 
his guiding principle, we would pen again the words 
of a young man recently executed for a murder per- 
petrated to get a thriil: 

“The Devil is exerting his influence upon the minds 
of men in order to tear down the work of God. By 
the deceit of Satan, crime and violence have come 
into the world. Men who willfully reject Jesus Christ 
and deny the grace of God invite ultimate damnation 
and torment .. . during high school I took an inter- 
est in evolution and atheism and denied Christian 
faith. Therefore I became susceptible to worse errors 
and finally took up crime. ... I praise God for 
ifting me up out of this pit of darkness and cor- 
ruption. I was most ignorant. Now I understand. 
. .. Jesus Christ is the only way, truth, and life.” 

In striking contrast to the above statement by a 
young, man whose downward trend took him finally 
to the gallows, and who said he was “ignorant” of 
Christ —I should like to mention another young man, 
now a missionary in India, who spoke to a group 
of young men and women at our home the other night 
(he is home on furlough for a time). 

This young man also wandered away from God, 
though not to the depths of such awful crime as 
murder, and it may be helpful to others to know that 
he “met Christ” in the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah. 
A friend asked him—he had gone to sea then—to 
oblige him by reading that chapter, and he took his 
mother’s Bible and read it over in a lone part of the 
ship. His life was transformed, because he was, 
there and then, “born again.” Regeneration, not 
reformation only. And as the years have gone on, 
his life bears glorious testimony to the change.

S WE saw last week, Jeremiah began his work 
A in the very year when King Josiah began 
to carry out his program of reform. This 

was in the year 627 B. C. Jeremiah’s activities lasted 
at least until the fall of Jerusalem, 586 B. C. After 
that event he, with others of his fellow countrymen, 
went down to Egypt (Jer. 43). And the following 
chapters of the book show that Jeremiah continued 
his work among the exiles for some time afterward. 
There were thus forty years of work in Jerusalem 
itself. During that period Jeremiah saw the reigns 
of the last four kings of Judah. These years were 
marked by the rapidly increasing power of Babylon 
which gradually overran all the East. Josiah was 
killed in battle at Megiddo in 608 B. C., fighting on 
behalf of Babylon against. Pharaoh-necho, king of 
Egypt. Two years earlier than this an Egyptian 
squadron completed the circumnavigation of Africa. 


Also a canal was begun to join the Nile and the- 


Red Sea. Solon, the great lawmaker, was active at 
Athens about 954 B. C. Babylonian arts and sciences 
were at their zenith, especially astronomy. Thales 
of Miletus is said_to have predicted an eclipse of the 
sun in 585 B. C. The last five kings of Judah were 
as follows: Josiah, thirty-one years; son Jehoahaz 
three months; son Jehoiakim eleven years; his son 
Jehoiachin three months; son Zedekiah eleven years. 
Of these Josiah and Jehoahaz were friendly to 
Babylon. The one was killed and the other captured 
by Egypt. The last three were friendly to Egypt 
and were destroyed by Babylon. Remember, too, that 
Daniel was taken captive to Babylon, 605 B. C., and 
that Ezekiel was carried captive with King Jehoiachin, 
597 B. C. 
The Practical Aim 


To show that God has a plan for each life, and that 
personal well-being as well as usefulness depend 
upon finding and fitting into that plan. 


Verse by Verse 


Jeremiah 1:4.—Then the word of the Lord. Bet- 
ter, “and the word.” It is a simple conjunction, not 
an adverb of time. It connects the main portion of 
the narrative with the heading which has been given 
in verses I to 3. 

Verse 5—Before I formed thee. 
and processes of nature. So that whatever is done is 
his doing. But also in the special case here considered 
there is human catsation at work as well. God does 
not himself so work as to eliminate the human element. 
Therefore, while God’s way is perfect (2 Sam. 22: 
31), man’s way is by no means perfect. The growing 
embryo in the womb would be formed perfectly so 
far as God is concerned. But the human element 
may and often does cause defects, both moral. and 
material, Thus “children are an heritage of the Lord” 
(Psa. 127:3), yet man may. spoil that heritage by 
his sin. In this, as in every other nature process, 
we reach that mysterious and elusive dividing line 
between the activities of God and those of his crea- 
ture man. We can. no more exactly delimitate them 
in the physical sphere than we can in the spiritual. 

Here, however, as always in Scripture, the infor- 
mation is given tO us not to satisfy our speculative 
curiosity, but for a practical end. Jeremiah’s appoint- 
ment to be a prophet follows upon a decree of God's, 
fixed before he was conceived or born. God in his 
counsel has not only foreordained our life and being, 
but has predetermined before our birth what are to be 
our circumstances and what our calling upon earth. 
He has accardingly so influenced our origin and our 
growth, even in the womb, as to prepare us for what 
we are to become and to do on behalf of his king- 
dom. This is true of all men, yet not in such a way 
as to absolve them from responsibility. God may 
prepare and equip, but there again must be the mys- 
terious co-operation between the divine and the human, 
which will lead to the man yielding himself to God’s 
call. Such preparation of God is especially true of

Thou shalt 
flay the evil that hides itself in the dark of the 
Devil’s den. Thou shalt speak to the soldier upon 
the wall and the king upon his throne, and the _ 
words of might from thy lips that fall shall be 

ehovah’s own.** ‘*Ah, Lord Jehovah, command 
it not, for I am so small and weak; for I am only a 
little child, and I know not how to speak. I could 
not face a soldier, nor stand before the king; for 
I am only a feeble soul, and I cannot do this thing.”* 
** Say not, Jeremiah the prophet, ‘say not thou art 
only a child; say not thy presence is feeble, thy 
words, unweaponed and mild; for the words that I 
bid thou shalt utter, and to whom I send thou shalt 
go, and thy words shall be signals of warning, thy 
words shall be tokens of woe.”” ‘I fear them, O 
Lord Jehovah; I dread their venomous rage. Their 
malice -lurks as a serpent, their hatred can nothing 
assuage. By the might of their power the nations 
are all destroyed and undone; they swarm as a swarm 
of locusts, and I, O Lord! am but one.” “ Be 
not afraid, Jeremiah; be never a fool and afraid; 
for I am the Lord Jehovah, and I am with thee to 
aid. Behold, my words thou shalt utter; behold, 
my deeds thou shalt do; and.thou shalt be over the 
nations to carry my purpose through.*” So the 
child became a prophet, and the one became a host, 
and the feeble became as an army in the strength of 
the Holy Ghost; and so when the Lord has called 
us, let us never tremble or fail, for the word of the 
Lord Jehovah is mighty and will prevail. 











those who have been chosen by him to be the extraor- 
dinary instruments of his grace, whom he has ap- 
pointed to be instruments for the carrying out of the 
redemptive schemes of his kingdom. Compare Sam- 
son (Judg. 13:5); John the Baptist (Luke 1:15); 
Paul (Gal. 1:15). 

I sanctified thee. God-separated Jeremiah mentally 
in his own purpose for his special work (cf. Gal. 1: 
15). An important point arises on these words in 
connection with the Romish controversy. Rome re- 
gards Jerome as both a canonized saint and a great 
doctor of the church. Jerome says, “I for my part 
am sure that no one- was more holy than Jeremiah.” 
Unto the nations. Not merely [srael. In this, as in 
sO many other instances in the Old Testament, we see 
God’s care for the heathen. 


Verse 6.—I cannot speak: for I am a child. Com- 
pare the case of Moses (Exod. 3:11). The prophet 
is a man who is a little child in his own sight (cf. 
Matt. 11:25). 


Verse 7.—Whatsoever I command thee. The 
prophet is not a philosopher teaching the best that 
he knows. Nor is he a. preacher expounding a text 
already given. He is a direct messenger from God. 
Prophecy is..a miracle. It claims to be this. And 
it is either miracle or fraud. In view of its own: 
claim there can be no third alternative.. The evidence 
that its claims are true is twofold. 

(:) Their fulfillment in history. And this espe- 
cially as they relate to the Lord Jesus Christ. ‘ 


(2) The appeal that the prophecies make to the 
moral sense of mankind. They inform, heighten, cor- 
rect, and inspire that moral sense. 


Verse 8.—Be not afraid. The true prophet was not 
a popular person in Israel (Matt. 23:31). That is 
one of the strangest of history. Prophecy 
was the continual recurring miracle that singled, Is- 
rael out from ail the other nations of the earth. It 
was their crown of glory. Yet they as continually 
repudiated the miracle. They craved for heathenism 
rather than God. 


Verse 9.—Put forth his hand. The hand is the 
instrument of making and doing: The touching of 
Jeremiah’s mouth by the hand of-Goed is an emblem- 
atical token that God frames in his mouth what he 
is to speak. It is a tangible pledge of inspiration. 
Yet here again inspiration connotes not only God’s 
act but also man’s response. The prophet is not. in- 
tended to become a thing. He remains a person. The 
human spirit co-operates with the divine (cf. Matt. 
12:34). Yet sometimes God makes even disobedient 
men the unwilling vehicles of his truth. Compare 
the case of Balaam (Num. 23:5). 


Verse 10—I have ... set thee over the nations 
. . . to root out. The contents of Jeremiah’s procla- 
mation are set forth in the six infinitive clauses. The 
reason for this is that the Word of God is a power 
that carries out his will and accomplishes that where- 
unto he sends it (Isa. 55:11). Compare the figure used 
in Revelation 11:5. Out of the six verbs used here, 
four refer to destruction, and only two to construc- 
tion. This doubtless indicates that the labors of 
Jeremiah should consist for the most part in pro- 
claiming judgment upon the nations— But the Word 
ef the Lord has this twofold result, destruction and 
construction. 


Chapter 31: 27.—I will sow the house of .. . Judah. 
Israel and Judah are represented as a fruitful field 
which God will sow with both men and cattle. Numer- 
ical increase and material prosperity are indicated. 
Note that here, as in all prophecies of the Messianic 
— the reunion of the divided kingdoms is fore- 
to 


Verse 29.—The fathers have eaten a sour grape. 
Ezekiel was proclaiming the same truth at this same 
time (cf. Ezek. 18:2). There is a true sense in which 
even the children have to suffer for the sins of the 
father (cf. Exod. 20:5). This is as true as that 
they gain by the father’s goodness. It is something 
that is involved in the solidarity of the race. Yet this 
proverb, which professed to enshrine the truth, was 
really false, since it plainly ascribed injustice to God. 

Verse 30.—Every one shall die for his own iniquity. 
The Lord will make known his grace in such a man- 
ner that every one will perceive the righteousness of 
his judgments. The experience of the unmerited love 
and compassion of the Lord softens the heart so much 
that the one so favored can never doubt God’s jus- 
tice even when it involves the punishment of the 
wicked. Thus these two verses prepare the way for 
the following announcement concerning the nature 
of the new covenant. 


aS ee eS: 


‘Lesson for September 14 


Verse 32—Which my covenant they brake. In 
spite of Israel’s unfaithfulness God still sought after 
them. That is true love. 


Verse 33.—I will put my laws in their inward parts. 
The writing on the heart is opposed to the tables 
of stone (Exod. 31:18). The difference, therefore, 
between the old and the new covenants consists in 
this, That the old law was laid before the people 
that they might accept and follow it, receiving it into 
their hearts as the copy of what God not merely re- 
quired of men but offered and vouchsafed to them 
for their happiness. In the new covenant, the law is 
put within, implanted by the Spirit of God, and be- 
comes the animating life principle (2 Cor. 3:3). 

Verse 34.—They shall all know me, ... for I will 
forgive. Note the collocation of these two statements. 
For a man to learn to know God, God himself must 
come to the man in forgiveness. Observe the. gra- 
<— of the new relationship that is thus estab- 
ished.

normal man and woman who does things worth while 
needs and must have the touch of the encouraging 
hand and the sound of the inspiring voice. Even 
Tennyson needed his Hallam, and Carlyle his Jane 
—and there are countless others everywhere in letters, 
art, and business. ‘He went all to sticks after his 
wife died,” has been said time after time of many a 
promising man, And in almost every such case the 
stumper was not a Christian. The Christian is never 
without the heavenly hand and the angel voice, and 
so does not “go to sticks” (John 10:28, 29; Acts 
27:23, 24). Mr. Henry Ford says, “Four-fifths of 
my success I owe to my wife.” I have not the least 
doubt in the world that years ago, when every dollar 
was going into the motor car experimentation, Mr. 
Ford said, “Mother, I guess we can’t have stewed 
chicken for Sunday dinner tomorrow. Brown, the 
grocer, says he wants to see the money.” “Never 
mind, dear, we have some bacon and I'll bake some 
beans. There is some nice bonny-clabber in the cellar, 
and I’ll make cottage cheese, and we’ll have one of 
your favorite cheese cake pies.” Every Bible hero, 
from Moses to Paul, seems to have needed the “Be 
not afraid, I am with thee” in order to keep going 
and hitting on all cylinders. No prophet was ever 


- bolder or braver than Jeremiah. If any man could go 


it alone, Jeremiah was the prophet. Yet here we see 
what he needed, even as you and I. The sense of the 
presence of Jehovah has been the secret of most 
achieving men (Psa. 18:35). 

The Acid That “Eats.”—Every man. that eateth 
the sour grape, his teeth shall be set on edge (31: 30). 
Especially when these grapes are taken in liquid form 
after having been toyed with by old John Barleycorn. 
But this is not the Temperance Lesson. There used to be 
in Philadelphia a famous surgeon, Dr. Joseph Price. ‘He 
made an address one time before the Brotherhood of 
our church. In the course of his wonderful revelation 
as to what sin did for men and women, he pointed out 
blindness, insanity, tuberculosis, and numerous others, 
which came to innocent children because some ances- 
tor near or far had fed on “sour grapes.” This text, 
however, tells us that the mouth of the sour grape 
eater himself shall let him know he has teeth. You 
all know what fun it is when your teeth take a notion 
to talk to you—say about time you go to. bed. Well, 
I guess so! If any reader of these notes should have 
any doubts about the matter, he has only to visit 
those institutions where folks have to be.taken care 
of to be convinced. When I go to New York City 
I like to get down on the East Side where the rescue 
missions are doing their great salvation work. Here 
are to be found in abundance the “sour grape” sharp- 
ened teeth. You ought to sit in the flotsam and jet- 
sam audience and hear these victims tell about it with 
remorse and tears in their voices. These men have 
been “gloriously saved” and are out trying to save 
other sour grapers. I have known many of these 
men in the days gone by, and it just occurs to me 
that very few of them have ever lived to be old men. 
There was Jerry McAuley, the Hadleys, George 
Long, Harry Monroe, John Wyburn, and the whole 
redeemed roll of them. Don’t forget this, my boy, 
when the Devil fools you into climbing the acid grape 
vine, sour grapes are worse than Dead Sea apples — 
they are filled with the juice of death (Prov. 7: 5-27). 

Forgive and Forget.—They shall all know me,.. 

for I will forgive their iniquity, and I will re- 
member their sin no more (31:34). The greatest 
theme in song and story is Love. The next greatest 
is Forgiveness. And the one is very close to the 
other. In fact, Forgiveness is often the fine test for 
genuine Love. The drunkard’s wife loves him, and 
she takes him back spree after spree, and nurses him 


‘with it to a baseball match at a rival college. 
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back to himself again. “Forgive and forget” is a 
frequent slogan. This is one of the things that can 
only be half done by Love. Love forgives by its very 
nature. But no human can forget unless age or dis- 
ease destroys the memory. It is God alone who is able 
to put the things we want him to forget behind his 
back as far away as infinity (Psa. 103:12). There 
is probably no one thing that more distinctly 
marks the difference between Heaven and Earth than 
that Heaven forgets and Earth never does. I have 
just finished another life of Napoleon, Ludwig’s. And 
there lies his “Bismarck” waiting for me. I am let- 
ting his “Bismarck” wait. Here are all the mean 
and small things in the great outstanding men’s lives 
served up again for the hundredth time. Why not 
forget such defect? Why see the cracks of the paint 
on the canvas and the splotches on the gold leaf of 
the frame? A while ago a noted woman writer dug 
into the family of one of the best known of our great 
business men. A noble philanthropist. She tells the 
world that his father —or was it his grandfather? 
—was a horse thief. If so, which probably it was 
not, imagine the spleen of telling it! I am reminded 
that in 1872, while a student at Old Siwash, two other 
fellows and myself stole a two-horse team, and = 

e 
beat ’em, too! We three horse thieves lost all the 
holidays for the rest of the term,—had to sit in the 
classroom. I drowned my misery in hard study, and 
was able to jump from Freshman to Junior. That’s 
what “jail” for stealing horses did for me. If any 
of my grandsons become famous, some venomous 
diographer may dig up this college prank. Heaven 
‘forgives and Heaven forgets, for Heaven is only 
another name for Love.

This Week’s Teaching Principle 


By Charles Calvert Ellis, Ph.D., D.Di

THe Law oF ASSOCIATION.— 
Ideas which are learned together 
tend to recur together. 


HE usual association that we have 

with Jeremiah’s name is the one sug- 
gested by the term “weeping prophet.” 
And this term has value and suggestive- 
ness that may be easily fortified by a 
closer study of his prophecy and of the 
Book of Lamentations. His life was by 
no means one that men would call joy- 
ous; and the study of the reasons for 
this, leading us out into the sad story of 
the sins of his people and his God-given 
prophecies which his people regarded as 
treason and which they rewarded with 
persecution, —all this and more will 
justify the associations suggested when 
we use the phrase “weeping prophet.” 

The emphasis suggested in the lesson 
topic for Young People and Adults, “The 
Responsibility of the Individual,” implies 
another association to be made with the 
teaching and prophecy of Jeremiah, and 
for the Adult classes it will furnish a 
fruitful topic for investigation in the 
study of the book of the prophet. Natu- 
rally we expect to find, as we do find in 
Jeremiah, prophecies that are national in 
their scope and application, not in rela- 
tion to Israel alone, but to other nations 
as well. It is national responsibility, 
rather than individual responsibility, that 
is emphasized in the old prophets, and 
yet in Jeremiah, as in Ezekiel, there are 
indications of the truth destined to shine 
out more brightly in the New Testament, 
that individual responsibility to God can- 
not be evaded. How clearly it is set 
forth by Jeremiah may be studied with 
profit under the suggested topic. 

The other group topics suggest asso- 
ciations that may also be\made with the 
name Jeremiah. One of them is worth 
noting, especially since it suggests a sim- 
ilar notation that should be made always 
with the name of the greatest Prophet of 
all. It lies in the fact that this man

Little Jetts Teach the Lesson

EAD Jeremiah 1: 1-10; 31: 1-34; 32: 
1-3; 37: 15-21. 

Ask the children if they remember 
learning about a child prophet a few 
weeks ago. Last week we studied the 
life of the boy king. This week we are 
to study about another great prophet who 
answered when the Lord called him, 
“Ah, Lord God! behold, I cannot speak: 
for I am a child.” But God promised 
to be with Jeremiah and to put the very 
words into his mouth that he should 
speak to the people. 

It will interest the class:to know that 
Jeremiah was receiving messages from 
God at the same time that 


Ask the class 
whose work was harder, the young king 
destroying the idols or the young prophet 
telling the idolatrous people, much older 
than himself, about their sins, and call- 


ing them back to the true God. God had | 


a work for each of these young men, 
and neither cf them could do the work 
of the other. 

Josiah’ was the last king of Judah to 
serve the true God. But his reign was 
cut short when he led his people against 
the king of Egypt without asking God 
about it. He was killed by the Egyp- 
tians. Jeremiah and all the people 
grieved over him. After his death his 
son who was the next king led the peo- 
ple back to idol worship again. 

But Jeremiah kept pleading with the 
people to think of the love and power of 
their God, and to remember how won- 
derfully he had protected them and pro- 
vided for them. Yet they had forsaken 
him for idols that could do nothing for 
them. - The Lord said they were like 
thirsty people leaving a fountain of cool 
sparkling living water and making for 
themselves broken cisterns that could not 
hold any water. Then, too, as God’s own 
beloved people they had been free, but 
now they were fast becoming the slaves 
of the cruel heathen people around them. 
All of God’s messages through Jeremiah 
showed how tenderly God loved them, 
and how foolish they were to throw away 
his love. And he told them that if they 
would return to him even then he would 
forgive them for all their sin against 
him, and would love them still. But no 


matter how sweetly the Lord called, the 


people would not listen, but just went on 
to their punishment. 

In the very midst of Jeremiah’s minis- 
try, while his heart was so troubled over 
his people’s sins and. the coming judg- 
ment, the Lord quieteg him into a rest- 
ful sleep, and in a beautiful dream let 
the sorrowful prophet see what would 
happen in tke future.. After his people 
had suffered for all their idolatry and 
other sins, the Lord would gather them 
from all parts of the earth and give them 
their pleasant land again. In his dream 
Jeremiah heard the people of the north- 
ern kingdom saying, “Arise ye, and let 
us go up to Zion unto the Lord our God” 
(Jer. 31:6). And in the land of Judah 
he saw a peaceful, happy people serving 
the true God. 

When Jeremiah awoke he said his 
sleep had been sweet to him. Then the 
Lord talked to him so that he might know 
that this wonderful dream was going to 
come true. The Lord told Jeremiah that 
he was going to write his law on the 
hearts of the people, so’ that the people 
would know and love their God and keep 
his law. We know that this message 
from God was a help to the prophet who 
sorrowed. so deeply over his people be- 
cause-of their sins and the punishments 
that were so soon to_come upon them. 

Jeremiah warned the people that the 
king of Babylon would bring his mighty 
army against their land and carry the 
people away to Babylon. Instead of lis- 
tening to his warning and turning from 
their sins, the people put the faithful 
prophet in prison, and just kept on in 
their sinful way. Jeremiah suffered 
greatly on account of telling the peo- 
ple God’s messages. But perhaps he suf- 
fered more because his people suffered. 
For he loved the sinning people, and when 


they were carried away captives, he sor- 
rowed as deeply as if they had all been 
his own sons and daughters.

Expecting such love 
and obedience, when Jeremiah gave them 
how gloriously sufficient he found his 
God!

HE young man we study this week 

began his service when the young 
king of whom we studied last. week was 
only twenty-one years old —that lion- 
hearted young king, Josiah. How old 
the- prophet Jeremiah was-at that time 
he does not tell us, in his twice-written 
book, but only, in the opening sentence 
of that book, that “the word of the Lord 
came [to him] in the days of Josiah 

. in the thirteenth year of his reign.” 
So we find Jeremiah himself helping us 


toward our purpose to study God through | 


these Old Testament characters, for every 
reader of fiis book finds that Jeremiah’s 
life centered around this “word of the 
Lord” he was Called to deliver to the 
people of Judah. 
the God behind and in it all Jeremiah 
would surely never have_persisted in 
delivering a message which none would 
heed, only to see his beloved nation 
fall to its ruin, still speaking to 
them to the bitter end—never once 
failing the God who. never once failed 
him! ; 


1. The whole history of this period 
reveals this fact—that. Jeremiah stood 
absolutely alone in his insistence on the 
special message God gave him for Judah. 
Read to your girls his own words in 
prayer to God on this point, in chapter 
14, verses 13, 14. Hear that same plain- 
tive cry from his heart with which he 
answered God’s first call to hiner (1:6): 
“Ah, Lord God! behold, the [false] 
prophets say unto them” —quite other- 
wise from what God had given Jeremiah 
to say, you will note. It must have been 
just as hard in Jeremiah’s time to stand 
entirely alone on a national or religious 
question as it is today. It calls for a 
kind of courage few can command. None 
know this better than girls who love to 
run in flocks. To do what “all the other 
girls” are doing —that is exhilarating! 
To stand alone for God—that is Jere- 
miah-like— that is Christlike! 


2. Jeremiah had not even the recom- 
pense of having his courage rewarded by 
a reception of his message, as have some 
brave souls in history (Can your girls 
name one such?), for none heeded it; it 
was despised and destroyed by the very 
king himself when read in his presence. 
That vivid story (chap. 36) will greatly 
interest your girls. His message was 
utterly rejected, as he himself was. 


3. After years of such faithful testify- 
ing for , Jeremiah saw the downfall 
of his nation, and his poem of lamenta- 
tion “over the ruin of Jerusalem proves 
how deeply he had loved that peeple and 
city. A few verses from its mihor music 
may catch the imagination of some poet- 
ically-minded girl. Try Lamentations 1: 
I, 2, 12, 20, 21, and so on. 

4. Some otherwise brave lives close 
under a cloud when all the discourage- 
ments of life seem to press too heavily 
and the will to do and dare weakens; but 
not so with this prophet who even re- 
fused a soft and easy captivity with 
assured safety for himself that he might 
follow the remnant of his people into 
exile-in Egypt. Again like the Christ 
he worshiped in faith, having loved his 
own people, he toved them to the end, 
even while they still refused to accept 
his God-given message.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Your face. 

Discussion: What are the things, un- 
popular with the world, which God’s 
servants have to stand steadfastly for 
today? 

Objective: Facing life in the power of 
the Spirit. 











AY, fellows, let’s build this lesson 
around your face. Jeremiah is the 
character study today, but “faces” figure 
so prominently, they may give us a wide- 
open approach to the central truth dem- 
onstrated by Jeremiah’s life and work. 
A fellow’s face has much to do with 
his success in contact with men. A hand- 
some face is not necessarily needed, but 
an honest face and a fearless face. The 
face will nearly always betoker the spirit 
that lives back of it. Some people have 
a very humble opinion of their faces. 
Our former President, Woodrow Wilson, 
is said to have been one of these. He is 
quoted to have composed some facetious 
little lines and read them to the group 
of newspaper men who met him each 
morning at his office in the White House: 


For beauty I am not a star, 
There are others more handsome, 
But my face, I don’t mind it, 
Because I’m behind it; 

The folks at my front get the jar! 


by far; 


All the same, we like to look at that 
earnest face, behind which dwelt the 
Jeremiah spirit that was not afraid to 
contend for_World Peace through a pro- 
gram of mutual understanding and mutual 
concessions — and the strain of standing 
by his convictions on that line doubtless 
cost him his life. 

But we will look at the Scripture about 
the face a little farther on. 

Perhaps none of God’s prophets had 
a tougher task or a greater endurance 
contest than Jeremiah; and surely no 
other great servant of the Lord received 
less wages in this life. If Jeremiah’s 
place in Heaven is determined by the 
small proportion of his reward received 
before he died, he must be very close 
up to the throne of God. His was what 
you would call a “thankless task.” He 
had always to be the bearer of an un- 
popular message. He even had to coun- 
sel his king to Surrender to the enemy, 
and you may easily imagine how hard a 
thing that was to do. But the Word of 
the Lord had spoken it and Jeremiah was 
careful to “diminish not a word.” (See 
chapter 38: 3-28.) 

David said: . “Lord, who shall abide in 
thy tabernacle? who shall dwell in thy 
holy hill?” then answers: “He that 
sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth 
not” (Psa. 15:1, 4). Jeremiah declared 
the Word of the Lord when he knew it 
would get him into deep trouble. For his 
steadfastness, he was cast into a loath- 
some, miry dungeon, and to the end of 
his days he endured great hardship 
through being misunderstood and mis- 
trusted by those he was trying to help 
and to save from destruction both tem- 
poral and spiritual. 

Now let’s get back to the face. Jere- 
miah, like Moses and Gideon and Isaiah 
and others whom God mightily used, had 
a small opinion of himself; and when 
the Lord one day informed him that he 
had ordained Jeremiah to he-a “prophet 
unto the nations” —like those others, he 
exclaimed, “Ah, Lord God! behold, I 
cannot speak: for I am a child” (Jer. 
1:4-6). Then the Lord said, “Whatso- 
ever 1 command thee [that] thou shalt 
speak. Be not afraid of their faces: for 
I am with thee to deliver thee, saith the 
Lord” (vs. 7, 8), and again, “Thou 
therefore gird up thy loins, and arise, and 
speak unto them all that I command thee: 





be not dismayed at their faces, lest I con- 
found thee before them” (v. 17).

In a very similar interview with Eze- 
kiel, the Lord had said, “Behold, I have 
made thy face strong against their faces, 
and thy forehead strong against their 
foreNeads. As an adamant harder than 
nr have I made thy forehead” (Ezek. 
3:8, 9). 

Look at the Lord Jesus! Christ’s face. 
“He stedfastly set his face to go to 
Jerusalem, and sent messengers before 
his face: and they went, and entered into 
va village of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. And they did not receive 
him, because his face was as though he 
would go to Jerusalem” (Luke 9: 51- 
53). Jesus was facing the cross. It 
gained him no friends in those days; even 
his disciples remonstrated with him, be- 
cause of the way he was facing. 

Now, fellows, you see the face is an 
index of conviction and of purpose. Any 
fellow who seriously tries to do the 
Lord’s will is going to find the world 
making a wry face at him; if not that, 
there will be a cynical smile, even on the 
faces of some who were supposed to be 
friends — and that hurts worse than the 
wry face of the world. But if a fellow 
is willing, the Lord will put his own 
Spirit in him, and that will give him a 
face for anything. You frequently hear 
the expression “facing up” to the task, 
or to some tough trial. The face that 
is turned up to God _ in submission to his 
will is the face that carries through with- 
out the flush of shame or embarrassment. 

But, fellows, there is one solemn warn- 
ing that must not be overlooked. It is 
included in the seventeenth verse of 
chapter one. “Be not dismayed at their 
faces, lest I confound thee before them.” 
God forbid that you or I shall stand in 
confusion~™ of face before his and our 
enemies. Yet it is the fate of the luke- 
warmer and shrinkling; it is for the 
hapless fellow who thinks he can trim, 
or straddle, or truckle, or trifle with sin. 
I want a clear eye, fellows, don’t you? I 
want to be able to look every man in 
the face and know that God is backing 
me. So long as I am true to him and 
trusting him, I can face all men and 
conditions — unterrified and confident.

HE late Dr. A. C. Dixon once told 

of staying at a summer hotel on the 
shores of Lake Erie. He said: 
~““Tt was very pleasant! All that we 
did was to eat and drink and sleep and 
take: walks and row on the lake. 

“Opposite the hotel was a life-saving 
station, where everybody was always on 
the lookout for the rocket, and on the 
listen for the call of distress. At that 
life-saving station they also ate and drank, 
but their business in life was not eating 
and drinking. They slept, but their busi- 
ness was not sleeping. When they could 
they went for walks and rowed on the 
lake, but that was not their business. 

“Their great business was the saving 
of lives in ‘peril: ' Which are we, — life- 
saving stations, or only just summer 
hotels?”

May we not put Dr. Dixon’s question 
to our young people’s society and face 
it squarely? God never intends that any 
part of his Church shall be merely a 


place where folks may come to be en-, 


tertained. He expects us to see to it, 


‘of course, that what goes on in his house | 


is bright and attractive, but only as this 
is a means to the great end of bringing 
others to receive Christ in their hearts, 
and helping them to know him and serve 
him better day by day. If our society 
is furnishing only entertainment, then we 
had better disband, for we cannot hope 
to compete. with the world in this field. 
ae ve 

But our Scripture lesson gives us a 
picture of the way in which the first 
church was conducted, after the group 
gathered in the upper room at Pentecost 
were filled with the Spirit. The circum- 
stances differed somewhat from those we 
must face today, but we can learn much 
from the principles employed. 

First notice that doctrine had an im- 
portant place (v. 42). These early 
Christians held “stedfast” to the teach- 
ing of the divinely appointed apostles. 
We hear some folks say today that it 
does not matter so much what we believe, 
it is the life that counts. But the early 
Church did not think so. It recognized 
that what was believed was of prime im- 
portance. 

Are we making it a ‘point in our young 
people’s society to see that our members 
are receiving careful. instruction in the 
principles of our faith,

_ Then these early Christians “continued 
stedfastly in . . . fellowship” with the 
Saints (v. 42). They met with each 
other frequently in celebrating the Lord’s 
Supper and in prayer. - And their meet- 
ings were characterized by gladness (v. 
46), singleness of. heart (v. 46), deep 
love and devotion for one another (vs. 
44, 45), and praise to God (v. 47). 
Strangely absent was the cliquishness 
and jealousy and unwillingness to serve 
that we find creeping into our meetings 
sometimes.

Matt, 9:20, 29.) ~The 
hand of the Lord that touches us is the 
Holy . Spirit. It made the Baptist a 
mighty preacher of repentance (Luke 1: 
66). It multiplied believers at Antioch 
(Acts 11:21). It becomes our hand to 
unsheath the Sword of the Szirit. Jere- 
miah wielded it without diminishing a 
word (26:2). The curse of the times 
is the diminished Word.
